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‘Carnage* on 
crossing will 
cost millions 
as probe into 
crash begins

THE devastating 130-vehicle crash on 
the Sheppey Crossing this week is likely 
to cost motorists, insurers and local 
businesses more than £1 million, claims 
one expert. 

Described as the biggest single crash in 
the county’s history, it left more than 
200 people injured - eight seriously - 
but, remarkably, there were no fatalities. 

Those seriously hurt are not believed 
to have life-threatening injuries. 

Police described it as “miraculous” 
no-one died or that the collision did not 
spark a fireball. 

Those involved in the crash say they 
heard cars colliding “for up to 10 min¬ 
utes” as cars found themselves bearing 
down on stationary vehicles and 
ploughing into the back of them. 

One said simply, “it was carnage”. 


Now a major probe is under way into 
just what caused the crash. 

With a heavy fog, it is expected to 
conclude vehicles were simply travel¬ 
ling too fast for the conditions. 

However, concerns have been raised 
of potential flaws with the bridge itself 
- in particular the lack of a hard shoul¬ 
der and lighting. 

Issues were raised by both police and 
local politicians when the bridge was 
first built in 2006, but overlooked due 
to cost. 

But as motorists this weekend begin 
the process of recovering their crum¬ 
pled cars from a secure police com¬ 
pound, the huge cost of the pile-up is 
becoming apparent. 

Ian Crowder, from motoring organi¬ 
sation the AA, said: “We could be look¬ 
ing in the region of at least £600,000 in 
total. That includes personal injury

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claims, legal costs and damage to cars. * 

“But this doesn’t take into account g 
the costs imposed on the NHS, fire serv- 3 
ice and police. There is also the cost of K 
clearing up the mess. Parts of the road 
may need resurfacing and crash barri¬ 
ers will need repairing. There will be 
delays on that road over the coming 
weeks while all this is carried out.” 

At its peak, there were some 30 am¬ 
bulances at the scene, as medical crews 
set up a makeshift triage on the roadside 
to prioritise treatment for those injured. 

Medway Maritime Hospital, which 
received many of the injured, declared a 
state of emergency and put all non-vital 
patient procedures on hold to allow it to 
cope with the wounded. 

Seven fire engines, complete with 
mobile command unit, were also in at¬ 
tendance, with crews using hydraulic 
cutting equipment to free six people 
trapped in the tangled wreckage of their 
vehicles. 

In addition, dozens of police were on 
hand to determine just what happened 
and organise the clear-up operation. 

Mr Crowder added: “Economic dam¬ 
age has also been caused: there were a 


lot of commercial vehicles in there and 
the bridge closure means deliveries 
were not being made. 

“People are missing flights on the 
way to the airport and others are hav¬ 
ing days off work and there are all sorts 
of other uninsured losses that everyone 
will have to fork out for. 

“Accidents happen, but the knock-on 
effects are quite considerable. It runs 
into millions of pounds.” 

Mr Crowder echoed comments from 
AA president Edmund King that the 
crash was the result of “stupid driving”. 

He said: “There is no doubt people 
were obviously driving far too close.” 

Chief Inspector Andy Reeves believes 


it was a miracle no-one was killed in 
what he described as one of the worst 
crashes he had ever witnessed. 

He said: “Given the amount of vehi¬ 
cles involved and the state some of them 
are in, it’s miraculous there have been 
no fatalities." 

Ambulance senior operations man¬ 
ager Chris Stamp said: “The scale of this 
incident made our response very chal¬ 
lenging. However, we have well-re- 
hearsed plans to manage these types of 
emergencies and we put these in place 
very quickly. 

“As a result, and with the support of 
our colleagues in the police and fire 
service, our staff worked extremely well

assessing and treating patients as swift¬ 
ly as possible.” 

Jaime Emmett, 19, was one of those 
driving onto the bridge when she be¬ 
came involved in the pile-up. 

She said: “I managed to stop in time, 
but a van smashed into me and I 
smashed into the car in front. 

“All I could hear was the cars smash¬ 
ing into each other. 

“It was so foggy I could literally see 
two or three cars in front of me - that 
was it. 

“Then all I could see were smashed 
cars everywhere.”

Don’t believe the hype over 'deadly’ 
hornet invasion, but do stay vigilant 


REPORTS of swarms of ‘killer’ 
hornets invading Kent’s shores 
to attack our stricken honey 
bee population have been 
played down by government 
experts. 

It has been widely claimed 
the Asian hornet is set to 
decimate what’s left of the 
county’s bees as they arrive 
in clouds from France. 

The fear was sparked by a 
possible sighting near 
Maidstone. 

However, the Food and 
Environment Research Agency 
called it nonsense - but 
bee-keepers do need to be 
vigilant. 

A spokesman from Fera told 
this paper: “The scare began 
when there was a possible 
sighting of an Asian hornet. 

"But tests have been 
completed now and it has been 
confirmed it wasn’t one. 

"They have been in France, 
after arriving in a consignment 
of pottery, for some years now,

but we have never seen any in 
the UK. 

"That is not to say bee-keep¬ 
ers and the public needn’t be 
vigilant and report any 
suspicious sightings." 

She criticised some wild 
claims that Kent is already 
under attack from the critters. 

The spokesman said: “An 
alert went out to bee-keepers 
in the south east because of 
this suspect sighting but it has 
been confirmed this was not an 
Asian hornet and there have 


never been any UK sightings. 

"Our message is the same - 
be on the look-out for it but we 
are not expecting it to arrive in 
swarms over the Channel." 

Jenny Spon-Smith, the 
general secretary of Kent 
Bee-keepers’ Association, 
wrote on its website: "We 
would encourage bee-keepers 
particularly in this area to 
familiarise themselves with the 
Asian hornet and remain 
vigilant when visiting their 
apiaries and inspecting their 
colonies." 

In the event of an invasion, 
Defra (Department for 
Environmnet, Food and Rural 
Affairs) has an action plan 
already in place. 

This includes the early 
detection, interception and 
work to prevent them from 
establishing colonies. 

Defra also said a programme 
of nest destruction would be 
implemented to eradicate 
localised outbreaks.

Will new breed of free schools be

THEY continue to cause controversy and rankle 
education traditionalists, but the advent of a 
generation of free schools is well and truly here, 
with four such schools - three of them secondary 
- opening their doors to pupils for the first time 
this week. 

What impact, if any, they will have on Kent’s 
educational landscape and neighbouring estab¬ 
lishments remains to be seen, but for now, Had- 
low Rural Community School, near Tonbridge, 
Trinity School in Sevenoaks, Wye School near 
Ashford and The Wells School in Tunbridge 
Wells are focusing on the term ahead. 

Hadlow, Trinity and Wye are, after all, the first 
secondary free schools to open in Kent, a county 
with an already multi-tiered schooling system. 

The first-ever free school in the county was the 
Tiger Primary which became Maidstone’s first 
new primary in 25 years when it opened its 
doors last year. 

The Wye School has already ignited its fair 
share of controversy during the planning stage, 
after becoming embroiled in a row over both its 
creation and the buildings it wanted to use. 


When originally touted, education chiefs at 
Kent County Council said it would be in the 
“wrong place at the wrong time”. 

They stated it was “some distance” from Ash¬ 
ford’s growth areas and that there was no need 
for a new school. 

There was a fear it would pull children from 
schools in both Ashford and Canterbury, thus 
putting a strain on other state schools who could 
find themselves under subscribed. 

In the village itself, there was then a row over 
where any new school would be sited. 

Some suggested the plans were simply a way 
of bringing the deserted former Wye College 
buildings in the village back into use, rather 
than actually catering for an educational need. 

Concerns were also raised when the Education 
Funding Agency, the funding arm of the Depart¬ 
ment for Education, stepped in deeming the 
Edwardian campus unsuitable and instead out¬ 
lining plans for the new school to be in the 
Kempe Centre - the new library on the college 
campus - and new-build buildings. 

This led many pushing the project to question 
whether or not to go ahead. 

But the free school, run by United Learning, a 
group of academies and independent schools, 
opened this week to a fanfare, with its first co¬ 
hort of students - some 90 Year Seven pupils - 
taking their seats in the classroom. The school

will eventually accommodate 600 pupils. 

Chair of the school’s local governing body, 
Margaret Williams, told KoS that concerns had 
been overcome, with the “best of both worlds” 
now met through a masterplan proposed by the 
land’s owners, Imperial College. 

“We’re based in the Kempe Centre at the mo¬ 
ment and we’ll be here for two years,” she said. 

“We’ll then move into the historic buildings 
and what that will involve is some of the school 
being in part of the old college. 

“Our hope is the main entrance will be there. 
We will then use the buildings behind as well as 
demolishing the redundant buildings and re¬ 
placing them with new ones. 

“The facilities, which will include a new sports 
hall, will be shared with the community. 

“This is the best of both worlds. It is what the 
community always wanted; a new school in the 
village which is not intrusive.” 

She added: “It’s very exciting; the first 90 
pupils started this week. This is three forms of 
entry, but split up into four groups for core sub¬ 
jects, like English, maths and science. 

“We’re offering a very broad curriculum with 
lots of extra curricular activities.” 

She said the school had been set up in response 
to parental demand for more non-selective sec¬ 
ondary provision in the area. 

A question mark remains, however, over 
whether parents should decide on school provi¬ 
sion instead of the local education authority, 
KCC, which is likely to have a broader idea of 
need, demand and growth across the county. 

Critics warn that parents, charities and other 
organisations now handed the power to set up 
schools, may do so simply to benefit them rather 
than due to any wider need. 

Concerns have also been raised over the im¬ 
pact free schools could have on neighbouring 
schools, particularly those already under-sub¬ 
scribed and dependent on pupils to stay open. 

The National Union of Teachers (NUT) brand¬ 
ed them a waste of money and predicted “chaos” 
in the school system at a local level. 

The union warns that groups setting up their 
own schools irrespective of local planning needs 



would lead to “planning gridlock and social divi¬ 
sion”. 

But those behind Kent’s free schools promise 
they will be a positive addition to the education 
system. 

Hadlow Rural Free School boasts arguably the 
most interesting concept. 

Set up by Hadlow College, the school’s roots 
are entrenched in agriculture, with traditional 
academic subjects - matching the National Cur¬ 
riculum - combined with land-based, practical 
activities, such as milking cows, night fishing 
and animal management. 

The non-selective school is, for the time being, 
sited at the college. 

Headteacher Steven Davies said the new in¬ 
take includes grammar-suitable children who 
passed their Kent Test (11-plus exam). 

“It’s a wide ability school, the kind that cur¬ 
rently doesn’t exist in Kent,” he said. 

“We provide for children who could have gone 
to grammar, for a wide range of abilities... from 
my point of view they will get better provision 
than at other schools.” 

The school is small, with 60 Year 7s, split into 
three classes, and 20 Year 10s taken on. 

Eventually, the total headcount will be 330 
children. 

This small number is in line with many free 
schools which have much smaller registers, 
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now next generation of secondary schools are here

something school governors argue will give chil¬ 
dren more personal support. 

While Hadlow has perhaps escaped any fierce 
controversy, Trinity School in Sevenoaks has 
been the focus of much debate. 

Supported by 28 local churches, the Christian 
school won the backing of the Government, per¬ 
haps to the detriment of the planned new gram¬ 
mar annexe in Sevenoaks. 

The satellite grammar was due to be housed 
on the KCC-owned Wilderness site, set to be va¬ 
cated by the Knole Academy in 2015. 

But the Government stepped in saying it 
wanted to site the Trinity School there instead. 

This move only went to highlight education 
secretary Michael Gove’s apparent desperation 
to see his hugely criticised free schools policy 
work, even to the detriment of the Conservative- 
supported grammar school system. 

The doors to Trinity School, temporarily based 
at Ryedale Court in Riverhead, opened this week 
boasting a broadly traditional curriculum with 
opportunities for pupils to work with the com¬ 
munity through churches and local voluntary 
groups. 

The school insists it is not only for Christian 
children and that half of its intake is non-faith. 

While the focus will be on these new second¬ 
ary free schools, The Wells Free School also 
opened its doors this week. 

The second primary free school to launch in 
the county, it was set up in response to the short¬ 
age of primary places in Tunbridge Wells. 

Some 72 children started this week, eventual¬ 
ly growing to 168 at full capacity. 

The school will have small classroom sizes 
with no more than 24 pupils per class. 

It will run on four principles, “well-being, 
community, purposeful learning and inclusion” 
which it says will enable pupils to leave as “de¬ 
cent, respectful young people who are able to 
make a productive and positive contribution to 
society”. 

It won headlines for telling parents pupils could 
have Friday afternoons off if, as a family, there 
were to do something ‘educational’ together.

1 Hadlow Rural Community School is a co¬ 
educational, mainstream secondary (11-16), 
opening in the village of Hadlow, near Tonbridge. 

Opened by Hadlow College and starting with 
60 Year 7 pupils and 20 Year 10, it will special¬ 
ise in rural and land-based studies alongside 
traditional curriculum subjects.

The school was proposed by a group of local 
parents. There will be no more than 24 pupils to 
a class. 

What is a free school? 

A FREE school is an all-ability, state-funded 
school set up in response to demand in the area 
and the need to improve education for children 
in the community. 

It is largely based on the free schools model in 
Sweden which education secretary Michael 
Gove said drives up standards. 

The local education authority is able to advise 
on whether such a school should open, but the 
decision ultimately falls on the Government. 

Critics say it is wrong for central government to 
make such important decisions on local issues. 

Opponents also warn free schools are a waste 
of money and create social division, where those 
running the schools could turn away “problem” 
children. 

This has been fiercely denied, with the Depart¬ 
ment for Education stating that all schools are 
subject to the same admissions rules. 

The National Union of Teachers is opposed to 
free schools. 

General secretary Christine Blower said they 
were a “magnet for the middle class”. 

“The Government’s commitment to free 
schools will create chaos at local level. 

“Groups setting up their own schools irrespec¬ 
tive of local planning needs will be a retrograde 
step that will lead to planning gridlock and so¬ 
cial division.” 


these latest openings signal yet another change 
to schooling. Already multi-tiered with gram¬ 
mars and non-selectives, academies and local 
authority-run schools, how this latest breed of 
school will fit in will prove interesting in Kent’s 
educational landscape. 


HARD-HIT PARENTS DIG DEEP FOR BACK-TO-SCHOOL 


IT IS that time of year again when families are 
digging deep to try and ensure their children 
are fully kitted out for the return to school. 

But while the focus is on uniforms and PE 
kits, this is just the tip of a very large iceberg. 
Throw in travel costs and school equipment 
and the bill is into the hundreds of pounds. 

And if families have more than one child at 
school, they are faced with double and often 
triple the costs, pushing families on low 
incomes, in some cases, to the brink. 

Kent County Council has, to an extent, 
attempted to help parents with travel costs, 
launching the Kent Freedom Pass in 2008 
and rolling it out countywide in 2009. 

Initially £50, the cost increased to £100 in 
2011, although children from low income 
families on free school meals can get the 
pass for a reduced fee. 

It allows young people in years 7-11 
unlimited travel around the county. 

While admittedly this saves hundreds of 
pounds on the previous standard young 
person's travel card, it is still one of a long 


list of necessities cash-strapped parents 
must buy ahead of the start of term. 

At the same time, the council last year 
removed free home-to-school transport for 
children travelling to faith or grammar 
schools which were not their closest school. 

It means an added cost for some, although 
KCC stressed that families on maximum 
working tax credits and those receiving free 
school meals would still get the free travel. 

A survey by charity Family Action found 
the average annual back-to-school costs are 
£156 for a primary school child and £285 for 
a child at secondary. Some schools ask that 
parents buy branded PE kits and specifically 
coloured coats. Text books and some school 
equipment are also on the list. 

Chief executive of Family Action, David 
Flolmes, said: "The cost of sending children 
back to school is becoming prohibitive for 
many families on low incomes. The fairest 
solution is to change the way we approach 
school uniforms. Let families buy good value 
plain clothes and add a school logo to them."

Mystery driver ‘saved lives’ 

MOTORISTS in the crash have paid tribute to a 
lorry driver whose quick thinking ‘saved lives'. 

Speaking to Sky News, driver Chris Bucking¬ 
ham said: "He was going the other way and 
what he managed to do is go down to the end 
of the carriageway, across the roundabout and 
block off the road so no more cars could enter 
before the emergency services got there. 

"Whoever that guy is I'd like to shake his 
hand because he's probably saved lives." 

The crash started at around 7.15am and 
continued for 10 minutes in visibility that was 
down to 20 yards.

AN URGENT review into the safety of 
the Sheppey Crossing has been de¬ 
manded after the devastating 130-ve¬ 
hicle crash this week. 

Sittingbourne and Sheppey MP 
Gordon Henderson says he will go to 
the Department of Transport to raise 
concerns first touted when it was built 
in 2006. 

While the cause is expected to be 
due to the foggy conditions and 
motorists driving too fast, without 
leaving sufficient space between vehi¬ 
cles, Mr Henderson believes there are 
more fundamental problems. 

The Conservative MP said: “To be 
frank, we were lucky this time; next 
time we might not be. It could be an 
absolute disaster. 

“I will be raising the issue with the 
Department of Transport so a review 
of safety on the bridge is undertaken 
and measures can be taken to try and 
ensure this never happens again. ” 

In 2006, Mr Henderson joined 
former Kent Police Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller in raising concerns the 
new crossing lacked some safety fea¬ 


tures including lights, a hard shoulder 
and emergency telephones. 

He added: “Until we hear the results 
of the accident investigation there is 
no suggestion the design of the bridge 
was at fault in this particular case. 

“But I did, along with Mike Fuller, 
raise concerns about a brand new 
bridge that had not included key safe¬ 
ty features. 

“Hindsight is a great thing, but I do 
think the bridge would be safer with 
lights on it, and that is something 


which will have to be looked at. ” 

More than 30 ambulances were 
called to the crash site along with 
crews of firefighters and police to deal 
with more than 200 injuries - eight of 
which were deemed serious, but not 
life threatening. 

Mr Henderson said he couldn’t be¬ 
lieve the scene of destruction which 
greeted him as he arrived on the 
bridge to speak to the injured on 
Thursday afternoon. 

He said: “I live on the island, so it 


was all very close to me. I am sure the 
vast majority of the people on that 
bridge were from the island so these 
are my friends and neighbours. 

“When I heard the news in the 
morning I was shocked, but when I 
stood on the bridge and looked around 
it was like a war zone. 

“I felt as though I was in the middle 
of Beirut, when you see one of those 
bomb blasts that have decimated cars. 

“When I saw the state of some of the 
cars I simply could not believe that peo¬ 


ple had been able to get away without 
being killed. It was a miracle.” 

There was high praise for the fire¬ 
fighters who worked tirelessly to free 
motorists from their cars while para¬ 
medics set up a roadside triage to diag¬ 
nose patients and get them sent to the 
appropriate hospitals in the region. 

Mr Henderson added: “The incredi¬ 
ble work done by the emergency serv¬ 
ices and the highways agency to en¬ 
sure this important crossing was 
reopened at 6pm, was extraordinary. ”

‘He really did have the 
lot’: Professor’s tribute 
to legendary David Frost

FAMILY and friends of the late, great Sir David 
Frost have spent the week coming to terms with 
his sudden death last weekend, after he suffered 
a heart attack on a cruise ship. 

The 74-year-old writer and broadcaster was 
midway between Southampton and Lisbon, 
Portugal, on the Queen Elizabeth cruise ship 
when he died. 

His body was returned to shore at Lisbon 
earlier this week, following his collapse last 
Saturday. He had been on board the ship to de¬ 
liver a speech to those travelling. 

Details of his funeral and memorial service are 
expected to be revealed soon. 

He left behind his wife and three sons - all of 
whom were “devastated” by his death. 

Sir David had just sold his £5 million home 
in Hampshire with a view to he and his wife 
embarking on another chapter of his remarkable 
life. 

All of which was a far cry from the modest 
terraced home he grew up in in Gillingham. 

Having been born on April 7,1939 in Tenter- 
den, David Paradine Frost, the son of a Methodist 
minister, grew up in the Medway towns with his 
two older sisters. 

He attended Barnsole Road Primary School 
and then Gillingham Grammar School, now 
known as Robert Napier. 

His family moved out of the county during his 
time at secondary school, but he remained loyal 
to Gillingham Football Club and supported them 
throughout his life. 

To remember him, Gills fans gave him a 
minute’s applause before the midweek game 
against Leyton Orient. 

After completing his education at Cambridge, 
where he met some of the soon-to-be Monty Py¬ 
thon team and other top stars like Peter Cook, he 
went on to an enviable television career that 
took in comedy and saw him become a chat 
show and game show host. 

But it was his interviews with the world’s most 
powerful figures which would see him become a 
household name on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Former US President Richard Nixon famously 


underestimated him and ended up giving a 
tearful apology for the Watergate scandal in a 
televised interview. 

He interviewed all six British prime ministers 
between 1964 and 2007, and the US presidents 
in office since 1969. 

In 19 70 he was awarded an OBE and was then 
knighted in 1993. 

On what is thought to have been his last 
public visit to Kent, in 2008 Sir David picked 
up an honourary degree from the University of 
Kent at a ceremony in Rochester. 

The university’s media professor Tim Luck- 
hurst met Sir David twice. 

He told us: “He was a pioneer in television 
which makes him special. 

“Almost from the minute he graduated from 
Cambridge, he recognised television was the me¬ 
dium of the future. 

“And that was not an obvious recognition for 
someone who went to university in 1958; it was 
all very new then. 

“He was as big in the United States as he was 
in his native UK at a time when breaking Ameri¬ 
ca had only been done by the Beatles and a few 
rock bands. 

“He signed his first network contract in 1968, 
which is an astonishing achievement. 

“He made such an impact over there that 
when former President George Bush senior was 
at a Downing Street reception, he spotted Frost 
and told him: ‘Ah, thank goodness, at last, some¬ 
one I recognise’. That was the scale of his fame. 

“This is why he got the big interviews, because 
he was so recognisable on both sides of the At¬ 
lantic.” 

Prof Luckhurst also countered some claims 
that Sir David was simply too nice to his guests. 

He said: “That is simply not true. He had the 
ability to lure people in to a feeling of security 
and then went for the jugular.” 

Sir David’s skills as a speaker were also laid 
bare when he picked up that honorary degree. 

Prof Luckhurst said: “He had no idea he had to 
make a 20-minute speech, but he just started 
unscripted and had the audience rolling in the 
aisles with a flawless, funny, incisive and com- 
pletely-to-the-point delivery. And he was 69 at 
the time. He really did have the lot.” 



A CAREER PLAYED OUT ON SCREEN 


FROST’S versatility was key to his remarkable longevity at the 
very top of his profession. 

He progressed from appearances in satire show That Was 
The Week That Was in the early 1960s and The Frost Report, 
to fronting the David Frost Show in America which made him 
an international name. 

Helping to found London Weekend Television, he also helped 
launch breakfast TV show TV-am in 1983. 

In the 1990s he produced and hosted game show Through 
the Keyhole before moving to the BBC for Breakfast with 
Frost. When Al-Jazeera launched an English-speaking 
channel, he hosted Frost All Over the World from 2005.

Mobile force fulfils a pledge to give 
rural communities access to police 

On her election as Kent Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes was keen for isolated parts 
of the county to have greater interaction with our police... a promise she has seen kept this week 


THIS week marked a real milestone in the delivery 
of my pledges. 

The final two of the six-strong fleet of mobile 
police stations have just been rolled out across 
the areas of Medway, Swale, Dartford and 
Gravesend. 

The concept is really quite simple - it’s a 
new and extra way of reaching out to isolated 
pockets of the county. 

The fleet will be making more than 350 visits 
all across the county each month, and the 
majority of these locations are mainly rural. 

They will be stopping in dozens of hamlets 
and villages, many of which have said they 
would value a greater police presence. 

People can stop by for a chat with a police 
community support officer (PCSO) and raise 
any issue they wish. 

People are constantly telling me they want an 
even stronger visible presence, particularly in 
the small, remote areas. 


What’s really struck me is the feedback I 
have received. From parish councils to the 
man on the street, I’m picking up that people 
are valuing this new service and are feeling 
re-assured by the presence of these mobile 
contact points. 

The force has done a magnificent job in 
developing this new service. 

They are already adjusting times and 
locations in the light of local feedback to make 
the most impact. 

However, it’s important to remember that 
‘footfall’ is only one factor for this new service. 

By definition, many of our smaller communi¬ 
ties are home to a relatively low number of 
people. 

But that shouldn’t mean they don’t get a 
share of the increase in visibility and accessibil¬ 
ity this new service generates. 

Recently we decided to start using them as 
part of the force’s Predictive Policing that’s used 


in Los Angeles. It uses sophisticated software to 
help the force ‘predict’ where crime is about to 
happen. 

Part of the deployment of these new mobile 
police stations will support this new technique. 

Quite simply, they’ll appear in those ‘predict¬ 
ed’ hot spots. 

For me, this is a promise I made as part of my 
election. 

It’s my attempt to answer the call from local 
people for even more access and higher 
visibility. 

It’s vital everyone in the areas being visited 
makes use of this new service. Remember, you 
don’t need a specific reason to call by. 

For me this is a promise I made as part of my 
election as I really care about policing in 
communities. 

Very often you can lead people to water, but 
you can’t make them drink. 

So do grab this opportunity - come on down 


and meet your local officers.

Talking of communities - I’m currently 
running a Neighbourhood Watch survey - so 
please take part.

the decades. 

Members sat in the chambers, paper re¬ 
ports in front of them, and only the most 
hardy members of the public trotting 
along to sit through the sessions. 

But under new guidance by commu¬ 
nities and local government secretary 
Eric Pickles, all is about to change. 

People watching meetings at Kent 
County Council (KCC) may soon be able 
to email or tweet comments and ques¬ 
tions onto a message board during meet¬ 
ings, enhancing interaction between 
members and the people they serve. 

It forms part of a shake-up by the De¬ 
partment for Communities and Local 
Government (DCLG) which looks to 
make social networking a bigger part in 


the reporting of council meetings. 

In addition, Mr Pickles said bloggers, 
tweeters, Facebook and YouTube users, 
and individuals with their own web¬ 
sites, should be able to report at meet¬ 
ings. The new guidance also encourag¬ 
es local authorities to allow the media 
greater access to film certain parts of 
proceedings. 

KCC has been pushing for better inter¬ 
action from the public during parts of 
certain formal meetings via social media. 

In a report to the selection and mem¬ 
ber services committee this week, KCC 
chiefs explained how the current web¬ 
cast system has a facility called Cover It 
Live which could allow people watch¬ 
ing online to ask questions or make 


comments through email or a tweet 
which would then be displayed. 

“This would enable interaction during 
the meeting for the public via social me¬ 
dia,” said KCC. 

“This facility is provided by Public-I 
[the current webcasting contractor] at 
no additional cost. Such a system 
would enable the sort of public interac¬ 
tion with the democratic process that 
some members wish to see introduced 
by KCC.” 

The new rules come after Mr Pickles 
warned that freedom of speech and in¬ 
dependent journalism in local govern¬ 
ment was under attack by some coun¬ 
cils, with people forbidden to film or 
report from meetings.

Gills ‘frustrated’ after losing 
race discrimination tribunal

FOOTBALL club chiefs at Gillingham say they are 
“frustrated” after efforts to overturn a race discrim¬ 
ination tribunal ruling were thrown out. 

Former Gills player Mark McCammon had 
been awarded nearly £70,000 after the tribunal 
ruled last year in his favour. He claimed the club 
had treated him differently on grounds of race. 

But the club strenuously denied the allega¬ 
tions and lodged an appeal. 

However, a hearing this week rejected the 
club’s claims. 

In a statement, the club said: “We are frustrat¬ 
ed with the outcome of the appeal hearing. We 
accept the case was lost due to the technical 
wording of the dismissal letter and should have 
been worded more clearly. 

“The club stands by its assertion, as supported 
by both hearings, that Mark McCammon was dis¬ 
missed for the right reasons, following his aggres¬ 
sive conduct and behaviour in the manager’s 
office, on the morning of November 30, 2010.” 

Mr McCammon, who is now a fitness trainer, 
said he was pleased at the verdict. 

Chairman Paul Scally told KoS he didn’t be¬ 
lieve he should step down because of the ruling. 

He said: “If every manger accused of victimisa¬ 
tion in this country resigned we would have no 
leaders. Staff and fans are furious with him.” CASE IN POINT: Former player McCammon won his race case against Gills

GREENFIELD: The Green Party says development should be on brownfield, not unspoilt countryside

Green activists unveil 
rival plan to stop threat 
to precious countryside

MAIDSTONE’S housing strategy has “descended 
into turmoil” claim critics, who this week at¬ 
tacked the risk to greenfield sites and the coun¬ 
cil’s claims it has to build 15,000 new homes 
over the next 20 years. 

Local authority chiefs hit back, however, in¬ 
sisting there is simply not enough brownfield 
sites available for development. 

The Green Party says just 10,000 homes 
should be built and only brownfield sites used. 

It claims it has identified enough brownfield 
sites in the borough to meet all future needs 
without having to build on any greenfield sites, 
and adds that new-builds need only be one- and 
two-bedroom homes rather than the large exec¬ 
utive houses favoured by the Conservatives. 

Green spokesman Stuart Jeffery said: “Our re¬ 
port uses population forecasts from Kent County 
Council which clearly demonstrate the town 
needs around 10,000 more homes over the next 
20 years, a figure far lower than the hyped up 
one touted by the Conservative administration. 

“Not only do we know fewer homes are need¬ 
ed but we have demonstrated that there is a need 
for smaller, more affordable homes in the future 
rather than the swathes of mansions being pro¬ 
posed by the Conservatives. 

“By building affordable homes close to the 
town centre, residents will have the benefit of 
easy access to public transport, jobs and shops. 
There will be less need for people to own a car, 
reducing the congestion building out of town 
would bring us.” 

The party suggests its report, called Maidstone 
House Needs 2013 to 2031, “identifies a range 
of sites close to the town centre that can be con¬ 
verted to providing enough homes for people in 
the future without the need for building on farm 
and woodland”. 

But the authority disagrees and sticks by its 
original plans. 

A spokesman said: “A working figure of 
14,800 dwellings was agreed by the cabinet in 
March based on a population forecast. The work¬ 
ing target is based on the latest demographic 
forecasts, updated by Kent County Council, tak¬ 
ing account of Department for Communities and

“This working figure has been independently 
verified as a good starting point, but a lot more 
work needs to be done before it can be converted 
into an actual housing target. 

“Landowners, developers and others put for¬ 
ward numerous greenfield sites to accommodate 
some of this expected development, but it is al¬ 
ways the priority of Maidstone Borough Council 
to allocate brownfield sites first. This is why we 
have pro-actively engaged with landowners in 
brownfield locations to try and bring redundant 
and vacant land forward for development. 

“In the five years 2007 to 2012, 87 per cent of 
housing development was on brownfield sites - 
such is our commitment to this approach. 

“No decisions have been made about any sites 
and our local plan will include strong policies to 
protect our countryside. Every site will be con¬ 
sidered for sustainable location, policy con¬ 
straints, and physical and infrastructure con¬ 
straints such as ecology, highways issues, access 
to services, flood risk, landscape, heritage im¬ 
pacts and adjacent uses. 

“These sites will then be put out to public con¬ 
sultation before being considered by the council 
in summer 2014. 

“This pro-active approach means we will be 
able to protect important countryside from un¬ 
suitable housing and co-ordinate the infrastruc¬ 
ture that new housing needs.”

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PRISONER UPDATE 


The Foreign Office has confirmed 
it is still in contact with Joshua 
French - the Margate resident 
Locked up in a prison in DR Congo. 

Mr French, 31, remains 
incarcerated after being found 
guilty of murder and espionage in 
2009 - a conviction he denies. 

Mr French and Norwegian 
compatriot TjostoLv Moland, both 
former soldiers, were sentenced 
to death after being charged with 
killing their driver and spying for 
Norway. The pair deny this, 


claiming their driver, Abedi 
Kasongo, was killed when they 
were ambushed in the jungle. 

Mr Moland, 32, was found dead 
in his cell last month. 

An FCO spokesman said there 
was concern for the welfare of Mr 
French, and that the FCO has 
been in contact with DR Congo 
president Joseph Kabila 
regarding the prisoner. 

Mr French was born in Norway 
to a British father and Norwegian 
mother and grew up in Margate.

Swapping college for the Congo

LIFE in the picturesque seaside town of 
Whitstable could not be more different 
than the dense forests and intense hu¬ 
midity of the Democratic Republic of 
Congo. 

But for Dr Barrie Rooney, it’s the o 
place she chose to spend the last three y 
months, volunteering with Medecins § 
Sans Frontieres (MSF) - Doctors With- < 
out Borders - helping to combat the 
parasitic disease Human African g 
trypanosomiasis (HAT). 

Also known as sleeping sickness and £ 
caused by the tsetse fly, the killer disease q: 
occurs in isolated tropical areas where 
there is little or no access to medical 
care and no funds to help the stricken 
victims. 

Farmers and fisherman in particular 
are most at risk of being exposed to tset¬ 
se flies, which gather on rivers and in 
farming areas. 

“There’s no vaccine. It’s a parasite 
which slowly kills unless it is treated,” 
said 51-year-old lab technician Dr 
Rooney, who works at Hadlow College 
when she is not volunteering for MSF. 

MSF, which travels to war zones and 
countries suffering from disasters such 
as earthquakes and tsunamis, has been 
working over the last 10 years to tackle 
the problem, screening people in remote 
villages, treating them and training lo¬ 
cal people in how to treat the disease. 

“Ten years ago, 50 per cent of people 
we screened would be carrying it. These 
days it’s 10 per cent,” said Dr Rooney. 
“We trained local people 10 years ago 
and the work has continued.” 

Some 50 people were this time trained 
by specialist volunteers. 

“If found early enough, people can be 
treated,” said Dr Rooney. 

DR Congo is home to 80 per cent of all 
reported cases of sleeping sickness and 
the Orientale Province, where the 


screening was carried out, is one of the 
most active areas in the world. 

Dr Rooney was in charge of setting 
up portable labs to carry out testing and 
treatment in remote villages, often ac¬ 
cessible only by canoe, helicopter or 
motorbike. The team spent weeks car¬ 
rying equipment through dense forest 
to reach the communities. 

Dr Rooney said up to 500 people 
could be screened a day and due to 
work by MSF, few cases of the disease 
were found - although there are still 
people dying of the disease who need to 
be found and treated. 

The team also turned their attention 
to other ongoing problems. 

“We’re set up for emergencies, so we 
deal with all different types of things,” 
said Dr Rooney. “You get into areas 
where a toothache, for example, can 
lead to death due to infection.” 


Malaria is a particular problem and 
MSF provided testing and treatment, 
with a particular focus on pregnant 
women and children under five. 

Some 4,309 people were tested for 
malaria and 77 per cent of those under 
five tested positive. 

“I’ve been doing this for 10 years. It’s 
upsetting when babies die. We always 
see a few babies die for the sake of a 
drug which costs about £5.” 

The team also deals with other emer¬ 
gencies, such as injuries from animal 
attacks, including crocodiles and 
snakes, or from machetes, or tree falls. 

Dr Rooney, who spent three months 
with the HAT team in DR Congo and a 
month previously in South Sudan, said 
the living conditions were intense. But 
it’s all worth it, she says. 

“We do the best we can and the peo¬ 
ple are very thankful,” she said.

Jail for father and son 
who attempted to frame 
ex-partner for stabbing

A FATHER and son who con¬ 
cocted a story about being 
stabbed in the leg by a furious 
ex-partner have been jailed for 
perverting the course of justice 
after their tale was exposed as a 
web of lies. 

In October 2012, police were 
called to the home of 26-year- 
old Danny Tiplady at Tennyson 
Lodge, Maidstone, after he 
claimed he had been stabbed in 
the leg by his former girlfriend, 
who was at the address to col¬ 
lect some of her belongings. 

Both Danny and his father 
Martin Tiplady, 47, of Kent 
Avenue, provided statements 
detailing that it was Danny 
Tiplady’s ex-partner who had 
committed the offence. 

She was subsequently ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of causing 
grievous bodily harm. 


However, following forensic 
investigation, she was released 
without charge after it was 
established Danny Tiplady had 
actually stabbed himself. 

The pair were then arrested 
on suspicion of attempting to 
pervert the course of justice. 

Danny Tiplady pleaded guilty 
to the offence, and his father 
was found guilty following a 
trial at Maidstone Crown Court. 


Martin Tiplady was sen¬ 
tenced to 15 months in prison, 
while Danny received a 
10-month jail term. 

Detective Sergeant Martin 
Davies said: “Mobile phone data 
from Danny Tiplady’s phone 
supported the theory this was a 
pre-planned event. Perverting 
the course of justice is a serious 
offence and this has been shown 
in the custodial sentence.”

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KENT REMEMBERED 



Cemetery serves up a 
Wimbledon hero and 
other fascinating folk

RAMSGATE Cemetery and 
Andy Murray may have little 
in common - except for what is 
left of one of the many graves 
that lie within its borders. 

Because among the many 
bodies laid to rest at the site, is 
that of Spencer Gore - the win¬ 
ner of the very first Wimbledon 
tennis championships 

All the more remarkable, 
perhaps, is that despite his suc¬ 
cess, he wasn’t even very keen 
on the sport in which he ex¬ 
celled. 

A new book has unearthed 
the bizarre, emotional and 
even darkly amusing tales 
about those who made their fi¬ 
nal resting place the cemetery. 

Author Michael Hunt runs a 
bookshop in the town and has 
long been curious about those 
who find their final resting 
place in the town’s graveyard 
since it opened in 18 71. 

He told us his new book Tell¬ 
ing Tales: Encounters in Ram¬ 
sgate Cemetery is chock full of 
the somewhat off-beat. 

He said: “The history of a 
cemetery doesn’t promise 
many laughs. 

“However, the dialogue for¬ 
mat of Telling Tales serves not 
only to link the stories of the 
cemetery’s occupants but also 
allows an examination of the 
wider subject of death: its phil¬ 
osophical significance, the cer¬ 
emony accorded it and the 
black humour to which it can 
give rise. 

“The book describes how 
and why the cemetery was es-

tablished and outlines the lives 
of some of those buried there. 

“These include James Wood¬ 
ward who taught sea-lions to 
hunt submarines and Spencer 
Gore, a Wimbledon champion 
who didn’t like tennis. 

“Then there is Alderman 
William Vincent Green, a 
builder and inventor, an inven¬ 
tive but contentious man who 
regularly poured scorn upon 
political opponents in the letter 
pages of the local press. 

“In a classic piece of euphe¬ 
mistic double-speak voiced 
within hours of his death, the 
Thanet Advertiser described 
how the late gentleman had 
been ‘admired for his manly 
outspokenness by all those 
with whom on local adminis¬ 
trative matters he sometimes 
found himself unable perfectly 
to agree’.” 

But it also serves as a re¬ 
minder of the realities of Victo¬ 
rian life and death. 

Mr Hunt, who also wrote the 


books A History of Ramsgate 
Harbour and A History of the 
Ramsgate Fishing Industry, 
said: “I was amazed to find five 
out of the first seven burials 
conducted in the new cemetery 
were of infants. 

“No less tragic was the acci¬ 
dental killing of a young sea¬ 
man by his brother, the deaths 
of local civilians to bombard¬ 
ment in two world wars, and 
the cavalier attitude to work 
and safety issues a century and 
a half ago.” 

There was even a weird coin¬ 
cidence while researching the 
graves. 

The writer explained: “On 
the night of March 10, while I 
was writing about the 1881 
death of Howard Primrose Fra¬ 
ser and the fall of the masts of 
the wrecked Indian Chief ship, 
one of the cemetery’s many 
pine trees, a particularly tall 
and heavy example, was up¬ 
rooted during high winds and 
fell within a few yards of Fras¬ 
er’s grave.” 

And then there are the three 
Canadian Benoit brothers. 
Joseph was tragically killed 
through an accidental rifle 
shot by John. Victor later died 
from a mine explosion. 

“All three were serving on 
Admiralty drifters during 
Word War One.” 

He reveals even the entrance 
was once controversial. It is in 
Cecilia Road, but that was once 
called Cemetery Road; the 
name was changed following 
residents’ objections.

Vile trade needs inspection 

RSPCA chief executive Gavin Grant speaks out on Government’s 
Lack of support in helping check welfare of animals sent for export... 


KENT is the home of the dire 
and cruel trade of live animal 
exports. 

Every year, hundreds of 
thousands of animals - some as 
young as two-weeks-old - are 
shipped to Europe. 

Many suffer from stress, ex¬ 
haustion and thirst - some 
even die on the journey. 

Thanet District Council, 
which owns Ramsgate port, 
asked RSPCA to observe what 
was going on and intervene if 
animals were suffering. 

My inspectors did just that. 

We found animals with inju¬ 
ries, defective watering and 
ventilation systems on trucks, 
and saw them forced to set sail 
in a storm. 

Now the trade has moved to 
Dover - making it the main 
English ferry port to facilitate 
this trade. Despite the lack of 
appropriate facilities or inspec¬ 
tions, thousands of animals are 
shipped through it. 


They are loaded in crowded 
trucks and then on to an un¬ 
suitable ferry originally built as 
a river tank carrier. 

Yet Dover Harbour Board 
has refused our request to have 
RSPCA inspectors at the port. 

When Kent MPs joined the 
RSPCA, Compassion in World 
Farming and local resident 
groups in speaking for the ani¬ 
mals welfare, the Government’s 
response was to say all loading 
of animals would be supervised 
at the start of the journey. 

However, just this week a 
lorry full of sheep bound for the 
Continent was turned away 
from the Port of Dover, after 
four animal health officials 
boarded a lorry following con¬ 
cerns about an “exceptional” 
smell. 

Its final destination has not 
yet been confirmed by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s animal health offi¬ 
cials, AHVLA, but it is thought 
the sheep were sent back to 


their original place of loading, 
which could have been as far as 
N orthamptonshire. 

It was a warm day and the 
animals may have become ill or 
injured as they travelled in 
peak-time traffic for many 
hours. 

If that lorry had not been 
checked, those animals could 
have sailed from Dover and 
started their long journey to 
Europe. 

It is totally unacceptable that 
the RSPCA is being prevented 
from checking the welfare of 
all animals involved in this 
needless trade. 

This latest incident comes 
just one week before the first 
anniversary of the tragedy at 
Ramsgate where 44 sheep 
died. 

This matter is now the sub¬ 
ject of a court case taken 
against the shippers by Kent 
County Council. 

On Thursday, September 12,

we will be laying a floral tribute 
remembering those sheep 
which lost their lives and the 
millions of farm animals in¬ 
volved in long distance live 
transport. 

We will also be using the oc¬ 
casion to thank Thanet District 
Council and the local residents 
who spoke out against this 
cruel and unnecessary trade. 

So far Dover Harbour Board 
has had more than 15,000 
emails calling for the RSPCA to 
be let into the port. 

Perhaps now they will listen. 

This is the 21st century and 
there is no place for shipping 
live animals to their death, of¬ 
ten without stunning, in abat¬ 
toirs across the Continent. 

It is time we ended the trade. 

The animals cannot speak 
for themselves, but please 
speak for them by adding your 
voice to local MPs’, councillors’ 
and citizens’ demands that the 
RSPCA are let into Dover port.

One thing I have noticed is 
no-one actually asks ‘why is 
the food so bad?’. Is it because 
proper catering staff are not 
being employed, or that there 
isn’t enough funding? 

We need to get to the bottom 
of this once and for all. 

In my early days, all the food 
was fresh. We had our own 
butcher’s shop, vegetables 
were fresh, not pre-packed or 
frozen, we made our own pies 
with homemade pastry. Fish 
was fresh and chips were made 
with real potatoes. 

One of the declines in the 
standard of the food was when 
older staff left or retired and 
younger people were brought 
in; some not property qualified. 

Another problem was when 
catering went out to private 
companies who only wanted 
to make a profit. 

It is said it costs about £8.60 
to feed a patient for a day. This 
is a pretty good sum of money 
remembering the hospital 
only has to pay for the raw 
material, cook it, pay for 
administration and staff. They 
don’t have to make a profit. 

It needs someone with 
hospital catering experience to 
sort out what should be done.

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A S one of Ireland’s best¬ 
loved comics, Ardal 
O’Hanlon already has a 
weight on his shoulders. 

Throw in his cult status 
as Father Dougal in 
Channel 4 comedy Father Ted and you 
are reaching ever-higher climbs. 

Such pressures are nothing new for 
the 47-year-old, who is touring with a 
new stand-up show that is coming to 
Canterbury this week. 

It is all part of a career that has seen 
him found one of Ireland’s top comedy 
clubs and claim the prize for Craggy 
Island’s most naive priest in Father Ted 
and that is now riding the burgeoning 
demand for comedy around the globe. 

He also had a mixed experience on his 
first trip to Canterbury 19 years ago. 

“I’ve been down a few times over the 
years - the last time was probably in 
2010. That was the last time I did a tour 
on this scale,” he said. 

“I do remember doing something at 
the university in Canterbury in 1994 
and my coat got stolen from my car. I 
distinctly remember that. I only bought 
it in a charity shop for £1, so I wasn’t 
too upset.” 

When it comes to his show, the man 
born in Carrickmacross in County 
Monaghan is keeping things simple, 
with themes plucked from his own life. 

“The starting point is always just to 
be funny,” he said. “The main question 
I’m asking is why is someone like me 
doing comedy after all these years. 

‘I try to keep it fairly 


an audience’ 

“I talk about my childhood, my Cath¬ 
olic upbringing. I talk about role mod¬ 
els, sports, and politics a bit. It’s silly, I 
try to keep it fairly light, but it’s always 
nice to wrong-foot an audience.” 

0’Hanlon’s drive for perfection has 
seen the show progress from the note¬ 
book to the stage at a slow rate. 

“When you’re developing material, 
you go to clubs and it takes me that long 
to develop the material and refine it,” he 
said. 

“First of all, I do get sidetracked by 
other jobs and a few TV things, and that 
eats into your time. I’ve always been 
pretty neurotic about getting it right. 

“It’s an extension of your own per¬ 
sonality, wanting to get it right. That’s 
why I tend to take my time and not trot 
out a show every year that I wasn’t 
happy with. 

“I think it’s like anything - if you 
want to do it well, then you have to put 
the hours in. And it’s much more satis¬ 
fying doing a show you’re happy with. 

“I’ve just spent time in Edinburgh - it

really galvanises you. It all helps. I’ve 
done quite a few previews in the sum¬ 
mer. You might take your notes on 
stage with you - the audience know 
what’s going on and play along with it. 

“With YouTube and everything now, 
it’s harder to dive into little clubs and 
mess around. Otherwise it could turn 
up somewhere later on, which could be 
quite embarrassing.” 

Comedy was not an obvious choice 
for the son of a politician and doctor. 
Starting out with no experience what¬ 
soever, he and friends Barry Murphy, 
Kevin Gildea and Dermot Carmody 
founded the now-legendary Comedy 
Cellar in Dublin in the late 1980s. 

It has since become a breeding 
ground for some of the country’s best- 
known comics. 

“It was a bit unusual to go into com¬ 
edy,” he said. “I can’t really explain it. I 
left college at a time when there were 
very few jobs around. I had been debat¬ 
ing at college and enjoyed that. We set 
up a club and mucked about and found 
our voice after a while. It seemed a good 
way to live your life. 

“There are a lot of household names 
in Britain that started out there. 

“I always wanted to write and doo¬ 



dled as a kid. I knew early on I didn’t 
want to do what my parents wanted me 
to do. I was always drawn to the arts in 
some way and stand-up was a good be¬ 
ginning to take off. I’m very attracted to 
that life.” 

Finding his voice led to a Hackney 
Empire New Act Of The Year award in 
1994 as his deadpan wit caught on. It 
also meant a departure from the stages 
of clubs on the touring scene of the 
British Isles for what became a cult 
classic - Father Ted. 

The television hit is a topic impossible 
to avoid when speaking to the modest 
O’Hanlon, despite the comic having 
shied away from the role in the after- 
math of the show’s demise. 

“I went to London to an audition and 
I got it, to my surprise, and it changed 
everything,” he said. 

“I had no idea how successful it 
would be. I knew the writers were sub¬ 
versive and had been working on TV. I 
got the first script and read it and 
thought it was funny, but no one 
laughed when I did it. 

“I definitely thought it might be a 
minor cult hit at best. I had absolutely 
no idea it was going to be such a main¬ 
stream success.” 

As the dim-witted Father Dougal on 
Craggy Island, O’Hanlon starred along¬ 
side Dermot Morgan (Father Ted) and

the mischievous drunk Frank Kelly (Father Jack 
Hackett). With the show full of memorable 
catchphrases from the hapless Dougal, it is no 
wonder that O’Hanlon attracted attention fol¬ 
lowing its end in 1998, after which Morgan died 
from a heart attack at the age of just 45. 

“I have really embraced it in recent years,” he 
said. “There might have been a few years when 
it reached a fever pitch and I slightly recoiled 
from it. Fm conscious it’s popular and enduring 
and people love it. 

“If I can brighten up people’s day by respond¬ 
ing favourably, then I will do that. It’s never 
dominated my day. The day it finished, I was 
determined to move on and do other stuff. I love 
it and my kids watch it.” 

His role as the lead character George Monday/ 
Thermoman in My Hero (2000-5) saw him cast 
as a naive super-hero from another planet living 



your own thing’ 


in suburbia. After that, he decided to separate 
himself from comedy by moving into theatre. 

“The attention never really bothered me that 
much because the reality is I never expected a 
career in telly at all,” he said. “Yes, there was a 
certain amount of pigeonholing involved, but 
it’s swings and roundabouts. 

“In recent years I think enough time has 
elapsed from Father Ted and My Hero. It was a 
conscious decision to do theatre - you get more 
opportunity. It’s something I have enjoyed a lot. 

“Nothing has changed in my day-to-day 
routine: I get up, go to my notebook and try to 
come up with funny stuff. I’ve never been one of 
those guys to sit and wait for the phone to ring. 
It’s better to get your head down and get on with 
your own thing.” 


When O’Hanlon embarks on his new tour this 
autumn, his new television show will also be hit¬ 
ting the nation’s screens on Channel 4. 

London Irish sees O’Hanlon playing the father 
of an Irish family living in the capital: “It’s quite 
‘out there’. I play a nice part, the dad of two of 
the main characters. It’s about a bunch of young 
people living it large in London. 

“I think it’s going to get a lot of reaction for the 
right and wrong reasons. I think it’s provocative 
- I don’t think the writers and actors will be 
fazed by that. But it’s one of those sitcoms that 
will receive flak for various reasons.” 

Since his young beginnings in Ireland almost 
30 years ago, stand-up comedy has gone on to 
huge popularity, a thirst for which is beginning 
to build up pace overseas. 

“When I started out in the 90s, the club scene 
was really gloomy,” he said. “It was new and 
taking off. In the intervening years, it’s been in¬ 
credible. There’s been an explosion - it’s com¬ 
pletely superseded live music. 

“The fact stand-up has not just exploded in the 
UK means I can go to America, the Far East and 
Australia. I’m doing Russia and Estonia. It’s not 
that they know me, but they’ve developed this 
huge appetite for stand-up comedy. That’s gone 
throughout Europe. There are a lot of Scandina¬ 
vian and German comedians, too.” 

With his considerable experience behind him, 
O’Hanlon admits the future may see him take on 
new paths, not necessarily on the screen but 
more as the brains behind new projects - not 
that anything is planned. 

There are no plans to follow in the footsteps of 
his politician father. 

“I don’t think I would have the discipline for 
that and I don’t have the ideology,” he said. “I’m 
more comfortable on the fence sneering. I don’t 
believe in anything enough. 

“I’ve seen the life of a politician, too. It’s a ri¬ 
diculous job, the hours they put in and the ideal¬ 
isms they have. I don’t think politics is for me. As 
I get older I will have the capacity to take on 
bigger projects and concentrate on one thing.”

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Festival salutes the 400th anniversary 
of pioneer who was original rising son

THE celebration of Gillingham’s most famous 
son, Will Adams, this year takes on a special 
resonance. 

It was 400 years ago that the Medway man- 
turned-samurai laid the foundations of trade 
between Japan and England. 

The milestone has sparked events across 
Japan, where Adams is a renowned figure, with 
his statues adorning two cities. 

Gillingham’s residents will have a chance to 
celebrate his achievements themselves at the 
Will Adams Festival in Gillingham Park on 
Saturday, September 14. 

After growing up in the town, Adams went to 
sea and sailed to the Far East aboard the Hoop, a 
Dutch-registered ship, in 1598, while Queen 
Elizabeth I was on the throne, and is believed to 
be the first Englishman to have reached Japan. 

He began trading and helped set up cultural 
relations between the two countries in 1613 and 
was eventually made a samurai, something that 
inspired the 1980s TV series Shogun starring 
Richard Chamberlain. 

For the last decade or so, thousands of people 
have been attending the free festival in Medway 
celebrating Adams’s life. 

Verne Sanderson, festival operations manag¬ 
er, said: “One of the fascinating things for me

about it is that in Japan they hold Will Adams 
festivals. 

“It is only fitting therefore that we celebrate 
him where he was born and Christened. 

“We have been running our festival for the 
last dozen or so years and it is this year in its fifth 
year in Gillingham Park. It has grown over time 
as people start to understand about his life. 

“There are things around the town like the 
Will Adams roundabout and the Will Adams 


pub, but there are still some people who don’t 
understand who he was.” 

The event celebrates the different stages of 
Adams’s life - from his upbringing in Tudor 
England, with cookery demonstrations and 
coin-making on display, to his time at sea, with 
involvement from maritime organisations, and 
his time in Japan, which will be marked by tea 
ceremonies and taiko drumming. 

The festival also nods towards contemporary 
Japan, with Wii games as well as the more tradi¬ 
tional board games for youngsters to enjoy.

Comedy club’s capital turn

COMEDY is in a funny period of transition 
at this moment in time. 

With more demand than ever for come¬ 
dians to perform at all manner of events 
and characters finding fame on TV, it is 
having knock-on effects lower down the 
food chain for up-and-coming promoters. 

Canterbury’s Chatback Comedy at the 
Parrot pub is in its third season and one of 
those making the most of the trend. 

Created by University of Kent graduates 
Lucy Danser and Sam Gardner, it has been 
unearthing gems from the capital and 
bringing them to a Kent audience. 

Now Danser and new partner Faith 
Austen, who has come on board as Gard¬ 
ner is taking up teaching, are embarking 
on a new project in London. 

Later this month they are launching 
Stand-up & Slam! at the Comedy Cafe in 
Shoreditch and they will be repeating it in 
Canterbury. 

The idea of the show is that two teams of 
poets and comedians do battle, with the 
winner chosen by the loudest audience 
applause. 

“It all started with going to comedy and 
poetry nights at university,” said Danser. 
“There are a lot of crossovers between 
comedy and poetry. 

“Comedic audiences can be a bit snob-

bish about poetry, but poetry audiences 
think comedy is a poor man’s poetry. We 
started going to each others’ nights and 
saw the crossovers, so we decided to do a 
mixed bill. 

“For example, Phill Jupitus started out 
with his character Porky the Poet, which 
he still does, but he’s big as a comedian. 

“It’s the first time we have moved some¬ 
thing to London, and we have always 
wanted to. But there wasn’t any point in 
us running the same night that is in 
Canterbury because it would not be any¬ 
thing substantially different to what is 
already on offer there.” 

After a run of sell-out shows, their regu¬ 


lar night at the Parrot returns on Thurs¬ 
day, with Nish Kumar headlining and Tom 
Goodliffe and Paul Sweeney featuring. 

Danser is hopeful that Chatback has a 
long future in the city. 

“Providing we can make it work, we 
would like to stay in Canterbury. There is a 
reason we started it there. It’s a very differ¬ 
ent audience to London. In London you 
have so much going on, but in Canterbury 
the audience is there just to see comedy 
and who’s up and coming.” 

Danser recently spent time at the Edin¬ 
burgh Festival on the look-out for talent to 
come to the Parrot, and with the thirst for 
comedy never greater there is plenty from 
which to choose. 

“Everybody wants a comedian - compa¬ 
nies like Google and Facebook will pay 
£3,000 for a night, where smaller places 
would pay hundreds,” she said. 

“The smaller venues do benefit, though, 
as they get all the people constantly pre¬ 
paring for television, testing their new 
material. It’s the only place they can do it. 

“We get Milton Jones coming in, often 
trying out his pages of jokes before he goes 
on Mock the Week.” 

Chatback Comedy is live at the Parrot 
pub in Church Lane, Canterbury, on 
Thursday, September 12. Doors open at 
7.30pm for 8pm. Tickets are £8, or £7 for 
concessions.

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The skies will light up for model show

A SPECTACULAR light show featur¬ 
ing models, hot-air balloons and aero¬ 
planes laden with pyrotechnics will be 
illuminating Headcorn aerodrome 
next weekend. 

The Southern Model Show will set 
the sky ablaze with a dazzling display 
that has taken a huge amount of 
planning by the organisers. 

The finale of both the Saturday and 
Sunday will see model planes fitted 
with LED lights, ‘full-size’ planes set¬ 


ting off fireworks and hot-air balloons 
lighting up the scene, all synchro¬ 
nised to music. 

The display involves a double-edged 
challenge, with the lights not only 
having to stay in time with the music 
but also, more crucially, the balloons 
needing to avoid each other in the 
skies above the aerodrome, where 
thousands of visitors will be watching. 

Event director Colin Hitchens is 
looking forward to seeing the hard 
work come together. 

“It’s going to be very different,” he 
said. “I think we’re the only people in 


the country doing something like this. 

“I used the pyrotechnic plane a 
couple of weeks ago at Chris Evans’s 
CarFest, where 20,000 people saw it. 

“We have to make sure we have the 
lateral and vertical separation be¬ 
tween things as they are all flying at 
the same time, and to time it with the 
balloons, which take time to prepare.” 

There will be some 40 balloons on 
display, with 10 of those tethered and 
the remainder lifting off from the site. 

However, the models set to domi¬ 
nate the event are, ironically, boats. 

A large pool has been constructed 


for boats to take to the water, includ¬ 
ing battleships from Portsmouth and 
boats from event charity the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution. 

There will also be a smaller pool for 
youngsters to take up the controls. 

Another highlight will be the ap¬ 
pearance of a full-size Extra300 acro¬ 
batics plane alongside a two-thirds- 
scale model of the same machine. 

The evening display will be starting 
at about 7.40pm. 

The show is on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day, September 14-15, with limited 
camping available from Friday 13.

National Trust lines up some great walks

SOME of Kent's most secret places and stories 
will be revealed during the National Trust's 
Great British Walk 2013. 

A two-month festival, the Great British Walk 
encourages everyone to explore the outdoors 
and discover secret places that can only be 
discovered on foot at National Trust sites. 

Walks range from those chosen by the public 
to walks hand-picked by National Trust experts. 

Of the land the trust looks after in Kent, 389 
hectares is always open to the public and 
l,421ha is within an Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty. Almost five miles of the county's 
coastline is owned by the trust. 


Within these areas, the Great British Walk has 
uncovered some of the region’s most hidden 
vistas, stories and places, including a former 
mock Tudor mansion destroyed by a bomb in the 
Second World War, a bat tower and a well built 
by Octavia Hill... all at Emmetts Garden. 

You can also discover man-made ponds 
possibly of Roman origin at Ightham Mote, or 
hop-pickers' huts from the country's only 
intensive hop farm, which supplies Scotney Ale, 
and even one of the quirkiest ice houses in 
England at Scotney Castle. 

Youngsters might want to visit the bomb 
crater at Chartwell, now home to a play area 


complete with climbing ropes.

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Village gem is three times as 
appealing as any city offering 


s someone who rarely remembers 
to book, I find it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult to find a table in a good inde¬ 
pendent pub on a Saturday night 
with just four days’ notice. 

Sure, there are lots of pubs near 
me, but most of them are chains - and if they’re 
not, they’re booked. So it was with some relief on 
a Tuesday morning that I was told The Three 
Tuns, a mere half-hour’s drive away, did indeed 
have one remaining table for two. 

At the time of booking I had no idea where 
Lower Halstow was, or even what the menu 
offered, and so I was mightily relieved (again!) 
when I discovered I’d struck gold with this 
delightful village pub. 

I was sold the moment I spotted Fluff, the pub 
cat, stalking away from the bar not remotely 
fazed by the buzz of conversation that immedi¬ 
ately set this new visitor at ease. 

Ushered to our table in the restaurant area, we 
said goodbye to Fluff and settled down to some 
complimentary nibbles of nuts, rice crackers and 
vegetable crisps as we looked over the menu. 

While the place was fully booked, we were 
happy to be seated in quite a spacious room. 
There were enough people to create an atmos¬ 
phere and we didn’t feel overheard as we chatted 
over our drinks and food.

The waiting staff were also good enough to 
leave us to relax before the time came to sample 
the puddings, and again for another half an hour 
before we finally felt up to ordering coffees. 

Why the delay? Because of the volume and 
quality of the first two courses. 

Our starters, scallops in a leek and cider broth 
and a mushroom and goat’s cheese tart, were 
both the perfect size, looking and tasting divine, 
but the main courses were truly something. 

My guest had a generous portion of gnocchi 
with honey-roasted sweet potato; this came with 


possibly too much cream sauce but was a good, 
satisfying meal. However, it was nothing com¬ 
pared with my tuna steak. 

Seared with soy and sesame and served with 
Oriental vegetables, the tuna was simply perfect, 
its only ‘failing’ being that it was such a gener¬ 
ous portion there was no way I could finish it - 
and, believe me, I tried. 

A rhubarb creme brulee and a mixture of 
sorbets (I really had eaten too much tuna) and a 
couple of coffees rounded off the meal nicely as 
we relaxed into our chairs for another couple of 
hours’ chatter before closing time. 

And at less than £70 for three courses, plus 
coffees and several drinks, we felt the evening 
was more than value for money. 

Everything about the setting screamed tradi¬ 
tional country pub (right down to my phone 
only having a signal in the car park - a very 
welcome break from the outside world), but the 
food certainly wouldn’t have been out of place in 
a high-class town or city restaurant and more 
than surpassed our expectations. 

I can’t wait to go back.

Major crackdown 
on building sites 
to improve safety 



There are further encouraging signs of growth in the 
construction and property sector according to the latest 
employment statistics. 

While the UK jobs market growth holds steady, year-on- 
year growth in job opportunities stands at 16 per cent. 

And it is construction and property which lead the growth 
for the second consecutive month, with a 67 per cent increase 
in vacancies year-on-year. 

The findings are from the latest Reed Job Index, which is 
compiled using data from around 150,000 vacancies adver¬ 
tised on the employment firm's website.

BUILDING sites across the 
county are to be targeted this 
month as part of an annual 
push to reduce death, injury 
and ill health in the industry. 

During a concentrated drive 
running throughout Septem¬ 
ber, the Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive (HSE) will visit sites in 
Kent where refurbishment 
projects or repair works are un¬ 
der way. 

Local HSE inspectors will be 
part of a national team making 
more than 2,000 unan¬ 
nounced visits to construction 
sites across the country. 

They will be checking to en¬ 
sure high-risk activities, such 
as working at height or that 
which could result in exposure 
to harmful dusts, including as¬ 
bestos, are properly managed. 
They will also check welfare fa¬ 
cilities on site are adequate. 

Despite a welcome reduction 
in the number of people killed 
in 2012/13, the latest figures 
revealed construction workers 
are nearly four times as likely 
to be killed at work compared 
to the average worker, and an 
estimated 70,000 people in the 
industry will today be suffering 
ill health as a result of work. 

In the south east (2012/13), 
provisional statistics show sev¬ 
en deaths recorded in the con¬ 
struction sector, the second 
highest of any other region of 
Great Britain. 

The previous year, there 
were nine fatalities and more 
than 400 major injuries. 

The purpose of the campaign 
is to drive home the message to 
those working in the industry 
that poor risk management 
and a lack of awareness of re¬ 
sponsibilities are not only un¬ 


acceptable, but can cost lives. 

Emma Stiles, HSE’s principal 
construction inspector for the 
south east, said: “Too many 
people die every year on con¬ 
struction sites in the south east 
as a result of entirely avoidable 
incidents. 

“Just as importantly, causes 
of ill health, such as unneces¬ 
sary exposure to asbestos or 
silica dust, can also have fatal 
or debilitating consequences. 

“Often we find it is smaller 
companies working on refur¬ 
bishment and repairs that are 
failing to protect their workers 
through a lack of awareness 
and poor control of risks. 

“This initiative provides a 


chance to engage with these 
firms to help them understand 
what they need to do, so they 
can put in place the practical 
measures needed to keep peo¬ 
ple safe. 

“However, if we find evi¬ 
dence that workers are being 
unnecessarily and irresponsi¬ 
bly put at risk we will not hesi¬ 
tate to take robust action. 

“Companies who deliberate¬ 
ly cut corners and put their 
workers or others at risk will 
feel the full weight of the law. ”

Engineering firm 
told to pay almost 
£12,000 after teen 
is electrocuted 


A Dartford-based engineering firm has been 
prosecuted for safety failings after a 
teenage apprentice fell from a ladder after 
getting an electric shock from badly wired 
equipment. 

The apprentice engineer, just 17 at the 
time of the incident in June 2012, fell nearly 
three metres to the floor as he recoiled from 
an instant bolt of electricity. 

He suffered a herniated disc and 
numbness in his lower back, but has 
since returned to work. 

The incident was investigated by the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) which 
prosecuted Kenard Engineering Company 
Ltd at Dartford Magistrates' Court. 

Magistrates heard that the apprentice, 
who does not wish to be named, was helping 
a maintenance worker to move a pillar- 
mounted crane. When it was in place and 
the crane wired-up, he climbed a ladder to 
plug in computer equipment to the cable 
tray socket. 

When the young worker's hand touched 
the cable tray on top of the pillar, the tray 
'earthed' him. At the same time, the pillar he 
was holding on to for balance became live 
as a wire had been connected incorrectly. 

HSE found that Kenard Engineering had 
failed to ensure its working systems were 
safe by allowing someone without the 
proper competence and experience to wire 
up the crane. 

The firm had an electrical specialist 
moving and installing the machines but it 
was customary for employees to move and 
wire in the cranes. 

The company, based in Green Road, 
was fined £10,000 and told to pay 
£1,981 in costs after admitting breaching 
Regulation 4(1) of the Electricity at Work 
Regulations 1989. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE inspector 
Rob Hassell said: "This was a needless injury 
to a young and inexperienced worker. It 
could have been avoided by Kenard 
Engineering by simply ensuring that 
electrical work, particularly three-phase 
electrics, was carried out by suitably 
qualified personnel. 

"Working with electricity is a high risk 
operation and fatalities do occur. All 
companies need to ensure they identify 
three-phase electrical work within their 
operations and take suitable precautions 
when planning maintenance work."

Online applications for 
apprenticeships rocket 


AS YOUNG people contemplate the next steps in 
their future career paths following A-level and 
GCSE results, new figures reveal interest in ap¬ 
prenticeships is soaring with online applications 
for such vacancies increasing by more than half 
in the past year. 

In Kent, the number of applications made on 
the internet grew 55 per cent, from 15,920 in 
2011/12 to 24,670 in 2012/13. 

The number of vacancies posted online in this 
county also spiked, by 41 per cent over the 
same period. 

The new data was released by 
the National Apprenticeship 
Service. 

Skills minister Matthew 
Hancock said he wanted to 
see it become the norm that 
young people either went 
to university or into an ap¬ 
prenticeship. 

“To match the growing 
popularity of apprentice¬ 
ships, I would urge more em¬ 
ployers to consider how hiring 
an apprentice could benefit their 
business,” he said. 

“Research out last week showed that more 
than 70 per cent of employers say apprentices 
boosted their service or product - this is testa¬ 
ment to the benefits of apprenticeships for both 
young people and the wider economy.” 

The fastest growing apprenticeships, based on 
the number of vacancies advertised online, are 
health optical retail, vehicle sales, facilities man¬ 
agement and clinical healthcare support. 

Apprenticeships in the arts, media and pub¬ 
lishing were most in demand with an average of 



19 applications per vacancy and the most com¬ 
petitive jobs were in live events and promotion 
(35 applications per vacancy), plumbing and 
heating (33), and the marine industry (28). 

Director of the National Apprenticeship Serv¬ 
ice, Jaine Bolton, said the figures show demand 
for apprenticeships keeps growing. 

“It is the first choice for many talented young 
people and more employers wanting young tal¬ 
ent need to wake up to this fact,” she said. 

“With such strong demand for appren¬ 
ticeships, it is vital that we encourage 
more employers to take advantage 
of the benefits that apprentice¬ 
ships bring. 

“With dedicated support 
from the National Appren¬ 
ticeship Service and the 
AGE 16-24 grant available 
to small and medium busi¬ 
nesses, there really has nev¬ 
er been a better time to re¬ 
cruit an apprentice.” 

Some 8 6 per cent of appren¬ 
tices stay in employment after 
their initial apprenticeship finish¬ 
es, she said. 

“Apprenticeships increasingly reflect the 
exciting world of work and they now cover over 
1,500 job roles in 170 different industries, with 
qualifications up to degree level in many sec¬ 
tors,” she added.

Pub toasts £60,000 
refurbishment project 

THE Kings Head in Shadoxhurst is set for a 
£60,000 refurbishment to extend its bar and 
kitchen. 

The popular pub is hoping the investment, from 
brewers Shepherd Neame, will allow it to further 
cash-in on demand for food. 

Run by Ian and Julie Clark, it won the brewer’s 
Pub Food of the Year award in 2009 and has 
developed a strong reputation. 


WHEN it comes to running a business there is 
nothing new about the idea of having a KPI (key 
performance indicator) ‘dashboard’ where a 
traffic light system flags up potential problems 
and pitfalls. 

Traditionally, green is a sign that everything is 
as it should be and there is no need to take any 
immediate action. 

Amber signals there are issues that need to be 
addressed before a problem gets out of hand and 
red means immediate action is required to tackle 
a major issue. 

The traffic light system has been around for a 
long time and is a fairly standard way of judging 
how well a business is performing. 

Sadly, and especially in the current volatile 
trading climate, there are plenty of examples in 
the market place of companies which have failed 
to heed the warnings and paid the ultimate price. 

Complacency is one of the biggest dangers fac¬ 
ing business today. If you have lulled yourself 
into a false sense of security then even a current 
green light could still mean trouble ahead. 

It can be a case of the market shifting around 
you and your customers moving on to new prod¬ 
ucts or services or it can simply be a case of grow¬ 
ing too quickly without putting the proper strat¬ 
egy and plans in place to deal with major 
expansion. 

While it makes perfect sense to be ready for 
any eventuality, as a business person I tend to 
take the traffic light system one step further and 
take a proactive approach when it comes to be¬ 
ing prepared for any future hiccups or issues. 

By nature I would not describe myself as a 
cautious person and I have a tendency to act on 
instinct. Rather than sit around worrying about 
all the ifs, buts and maybes in life I tend to “go for 
it” when an opportunity presents itself. 

I have always believed there is no time for re¬ 
grets and it is much better to grab opportunities 
with both hands rather than sit around spend¬ 
ing my time worrying about what might have or 
could have been. 

But when it comes to planning ahead for po¬ 



tential problems I have always been more cau¬ 
tious and careful and that means looking out for 
potential problems before the red lights or even 
the amber ones start to flash. 

I have long believed in expecting the very best 
but being prepared for the worst to happen. 

Ask yourself what would you do if your busi¬ 
ness took a sudden downturn tomorrow? 

What could you do to generate additional rev¬ 
enue, collect debt or save costs to stabilise your 
business? 

If it’s the right thing to do in an emergency 
perhaps you could consider doing it today. 

It is no secret that small and newly launched 
businesses are the most vulnerable to failure, 
which is why so many new firms cease trading 
within a few years of being created. 

Being prepared means having a healthy cash 
reserve to help you survive short-term difficul¬ 
ties or problems. At the same time it makes good 
sense not to expand too quickly. 

I know that in the early days, it is really diffi¬ 
cult to turn business down but many firms over¬ 
stretch themselves and become vulnerable. 

I would advise those who are involved in run¬ 
ning a business to not only be prepared for any 
unexpected developments but to take a long 
hard look at the way they operate and look at 
areas where potential problems could arise. It is 
not a case of worrying about problems that may 
never happen, it is taking a pragmatic and prac¬ 
tical approach. 

Any firm, particularly the smaller ones, can 
be vulnerable to sudden and unexpected 
changes. As a business owner you need to look 
at whether you are over-reliant on one cus¬ 
tomer or one supplier. The same rule can ap¬ 
ply to relying too heavily on a single member 
of staff or concentrating on one single prod¬ 
uct or line. 

A business can appear to be doing well 
and have a healthy turnover and profit mar¬ 
gins, but if it is all based around one large 
customer then things can change very 
quickly. 


It never pays to take a lop-sided approach and 
if this was the case I would consider the lights to 
be on amber rather than green - even if the busi¬ 
ness appears to be in a healthy state. 

They say hindsight is a great thing but being 
proactive and looking for problems before they 
occur can save pain and regret in the long term.

NOW I admit I never liked the original Range 
Rover Sport. 

It was too blingy, there was that awkward 
blanked-out glass at the base of the windscreen 
and it all looked a bit ‘new money’ - not Range 
Rover at all. 

You might say the smaller Evoque aka Cham¬ 
pagne Charlie has since changed Range 
Rover’s image forever anyway, but the second- 
generation Sport marks a return to old Range 
Rover class and a new spirit of innovation. 

Apparently, the brief was indeed to “make it 
more of a Range Rover, and give it more Sport” 
and it succeeded, justifying Land Rover’s “best 
sporting SUV - on and off-road” pitch. 

With the latest Range Rover (RR) easing fur¬ 
ther upmarket, this allows more breathing space 
for the new Sport, aggressively priced from 
£51,500- some £2OK less than the cheapest RR 
- and introduces a seven-seat option to attack its 
arch-rival, the BMW X5. The extra space needed 
comes from the extra 62mm of length. 

Like the new Range Rover, the Sport has also 
been dieting: ground-breaking aluminium tech¬ 
nology used on the RR has been carried over, 
allowing both cars to shed 420 kilos - equivalent 
to five adult passengers. This has revolutionised 
the Sport’s performance and economy, not to 
mention its image in an era that frowns upon 
conspicuous consumption. 

The three engine options also have an eight- 
speed automatic transmission, plus emissions- 
and fuel-saving stop/start technology. 

The 258bhp TDV6 and 292bhp SDV6 3.0- 
litre diesels dominate sales, but the Sport might 
not justify its name fully if the supercharged 
510bhp 5.0-litre V8 petrol unit were not also in 
the mix. 

Few will buy the V8, but an afternoon at the 
wheel, including a blast down a runway, proved 
that ‘Sport’ has definitely been injected into the 
car: 0-62mph in five seconds, plus growling full- 
throttle acceleration after that, with brakes to 
complement such prodigious performance. 

Even more impressive but, sadly, even less 
likely to be put to the test is the Sport’s ability off¬ 
road - those genuinely needing off-road clout 
will say this is where the car’s greatest value for 
money lies. 

They might also go for the Wade Sensing 
feature, which monitors depth when driving 
through water; the new car has an extra 150mm 
of wading capability, to a maximum of 850mm 
-1 can tell you it works. 

But the Sport is really Land Rover’s GTi, so the 
key feature is driving and handling prowess. 
This can sharpened by a new Torque Vectoring 
control package. 

Not that standard mode is dull, thanks to the 
lighter body, while remapped steering makes the 
driver feel more able to tap into this big car’s new 
nimbleness. All the while, the heavily insulated 
and luxurious cabin and revised air suspension 
cosset the occupants.

Aladdin with a Touch of Klaus'

SOMETIMES, to win new fans, you lose some 
you have. 

And so it is with the Citroen C5 saloon and 
Tourer (estate): the quintessentially French 
marque had wanted to astound car-buyers 
generally with a car that could have been built 
by the Germans. 

The advertising fanfare included an oompah 
band, bierkeller girls and Teutonic lines like a “A 
Touch of Klaus”, “Deutsch Marque” and, for the 
Tourer estate tested here, “Das Boot”. 

Unfortunately, the sharply-sculpted lines - a 
BMW/Audi pastiche far superior to the previous- 
generation ‘jelly mould’ C5 - dismayed some 
Citroen diehards who had wanted a return to the 
elegance of the even earlier Xantia. 

Meanwhile, buyers Citroen hoped it could re¬ 
cruit with its new autobahn-storming approach 
were not fooled: badge snobs do not readily cast 
aside their German key fobs. 

Perhaps they also noted suspiciously that the 
C5 still does have some of the brand’s quirky and 
clever touches: the steering-wheel boss remains 
stationary while the rim rotates so that audio 
and other controls are always where you expect 
to find them; flagship Exclusive models also have 
the latest generation of Aladdin’s favourite, 
Citroen’s famous hydro-pneumatic magic carpet 
suspension. In a bid to get a sales edge, though 
- C5 prices start at £21,555 - lesser versions 
have a conventional mechanical suspension. 

Our test car, though, is an Exclusive version of 
the Tourer, surely one of the most elegant large 
estates on the market? It’s also a lot of car for the 
money at £30,160 with generous standard spec, 
but the overriding impression is quality of 
journey; the self-levelling suspension and close 
attention to acoustic insulation of the front win¬ 
dows means that the C5 achieves limo-like levels 
of progress, with little wind and road noise.

button, which beefs up chassis response for fast¬ 
er and more challenging modes, though keen 
drivers might then carp at the C5’s light steering 
touch, speed-sensitive though it is, but you can’t 
win ’em all. 

The C5 is an upmarket place to be, though, 
with high-quality fixtures and fittings, and this 
top-of-the-range version would not disgrace the 
legendary DS series of the 1950s and 60s. 

Of course, Citroen’s renowned quirkiness does 
rear its head somewhere and I found that in the 
fiddly audio system and a surprising lack of 
places to stow things. 

On the other hand, the C5 is utterly practical 
for those who need a load-lugging estate. Not as 
cavernous as some predecessors - though its 
smaller bulk makes it easier to pilot - it is still a 
star of the big-estate sector with 505 litres of 
boot space and 1,462 litres overall with rear 


seats folded flat, though the sector leader is the 
Ford Mondeo with 535 and 1,728 respectively. 

Cabin accommodation is spacious, with good 
leg and headroom, and, again, you do feel Cit¬ 
roen has pulled out all the stops to convey a feel¬ 
ing of quality, especially against the previous C5. 

The current car also had a facelift this time last 
year. Visually, this shows only in some tweaks to 
an already sleek and aerodynamic nose, plus in¬ 
vogue LED daytime running lights. 

But there has been streamlining of the line-up 
and the switch to all diesel powertrains - a 
Citroen forte - was a bit of a no-brainer and 
highlights frugality built into the range, with 
62.8mpg (combined cycle) claimed for the 
Airdream eco version (from £22,255). 

Even our silky and sporty top-of-the-range 
200bhp 2.2-litre V6 diesel version claims 
47.9mpg combined and does it with style.

Motability - the revolution 


THERE used to be little freedom or joy in being a 
disabled driver, with Government aid limited 
strictly to those who could drive themselves. 

And this was usually in an unstable single¬ 
seat blue Invacar three-wheeler - not much use 
for families. 

This changed in 1978 with the Government- 
backed Motability charity, which calculated an 
allowance disabled people could use towards a 


vehicle of their choice, removing the stigma of 
the Invacar - outlawed from UK roads in 2003 
- and opening up transport to disabled people 
who relied on others to drive them. 

Since then, more than three million cars, 
scooters and powered wheelchairs have been 
sourced through Motability, which accounts for 
10 per cent of all new cars sold in the UK. 

These allow disabled people to shop, do volun¬ 


tary work, visit friends, go to the doctor, do sport, 
give a family member a lift or go on holiday - 
things the motoring majority takes for granted. 

Some users have even taken up further educa¬ 
tion or pursued better jobs and careers, having 
been liberated by their new mobility. 

The scheme was amended last year, though, 
to speed procedures and prevent misuse creep¬ 
ing into the system.

MOTABILITY choice is wide but can be daunt¬ 
ing, so here are the pros and cons of different 
vehicle categories: 

Small to medium cars 

Tend to have lower advance payments, running 
costs and C02 emissions. Two- to three-door cars 
generally have wider doors with larger opening 
angles. These may make access easier, but clos¬ 
ing the door and fitting in narrow parking spac¬ 
es may be harder, while four- to five-door cars 
benefit from superior back-seat access - better 
for passengers. 

Family cars 

Large four-door saloons or five-door hatchbacks 
are considerably larger than medium-sized cars. 
Hatchbacks usually have more boot space. 

Estate cars 

Often longer than a saloon or hatchback, with 
useful space for mobility aids in the boot, but this 
can add to the car’s bulk, so check it out first 
with a test drive.

‘4x4’ usually describes vehicles designed for off¬ 
road use, which generally have higher ground 
clearance. Until recently, all 4x4s had four- 
wheel-drive, but many people now buy for the 
SUV styling and opt for a front-wheel-drive ver¬ 
sion to save fuel. 

Coupes, roadsters and cabriolets 

Sporty, seating two or four people, they may be

Kent to change 
recruitment 
policy in line 
with ‘evolution’

CHANGES are afoot at Kent, with chief executive 
Jamie Clifford eyeing the next stage in the evo¬ 
lution of the county’s team. 

This week, contracts were handed to six play¬ 
ers, two of whom - Hampshires’s David Griffiths 
and former Durham loanee Mitch Claydon - 
have come in, while Daniel Bell-Drummond, 
Fabian Cowdrey, Sam Northeast and Calum 
Haggett extended their stay at the club. 

Question marks remain over the futures of 
Charlie Shreck, Alex Blake, Ashley Shaw and 
Michael Powell, who are all out of contract with 
negotiations ongoing. 

The county have already doubled the number 
of permanent arrivals from last season, when 
Haggett was the only incoming player, which, as 
Clifford explains, is a change in policy. 

“Last year was a deliberate policy to keep the 
same squad from one season to the next - that 
doesn’t suggest you’re cutting corners but main¬ 
taining a commitment,” he said. 

“There will be a few changes this year, but 
that’s the next part of the evolution of the 
squad.” 

The addition of Hants pace bowler Griffiths is 
one the county have been working on for some 
time, said Clifford: “We made enquiries right at 
the start of the season, but there’s a formal proc¬ 
ess you have to go through in letting counties 
know. We are delighted that he decided his fu¬ 
ture was to be with us. 

“He was in contract until the end of this year. 
Unless there’s something deeper there, players 
tend not to move mid-season. He’s featured in 


white-ball cricket and is a guy that’s got very 
good pace. 

“He’s got plenty of years ahead of him. We feel 
he brings something a bit different in that he can 
bowl quickly. ” 

Northeast’s commitment to the club has been 
a yearly worry for fans, with the 23-year-old 
long tipped for big things in the game. His new 
deal is thought to see him through until 2015. 

This week it was reported that Hampshire had 
made an approach for his services but were 
turned down after the player had apparently 
been told he would be the future Kent captain. 

That, Clifford said, was pure speculation. 

“There are always discussions and players 
have to weigh up the decisions in front of them, ” 
he said. “It has been a struggle on the pitch, but 
that hasn’t impacted on those negotiations and 
we have attracted players from other counties. 

“All players have to weigh up their options - 
they do have choices as young players. All I 
know is that the Kent captaincy is decided on an 
annual basis and there will be a discussion about 
that as there always is. 

“The captaincy speculation is a cross many 
players have had to bear over the years. It goes 
with the territory of players that emerge young 
and have a bright future ahead of them. 

“It’s a big compliment for a young player. We 
have gone for home-grown captains as a club. I 
think that just increases the speculation that 
Sam might be a candidate, but that’s just specu¬ 
lation.” 

There may be more arrivals at the county, but 
there is still plenty that could happen between 
now and the close season. 

“There are ongoing discussions all over the

place,” said Clifford. “You end up with a long list 
of potential players who have their own discus¬ 
sions with their counties and it’s a watering- 
down process to get somewhere in the market. 

“There’s still a lot of cricket to be played. A lot 
can happen in that time.”

War of words 
afterwards quit 
Sittingbourne 

SITTINGBOURNE have blasted back after 
managerial duo Danny and Jim Ward quit the 
Ryman One South club, saying they had been 
forced out of their positions. 

The Scottish pair resigned after the Brickies 
won 3-0 at Chatham Town on Tuesday night, 
bringing an end to six weeks of what Danny 
called “a losing battle”. 

The club relocated this summer from their 
Sittingbourne home of Bourne Park to the 
Woodstock Sports ground outside the town in a 
bid to curb mounting running costs. 

The move was hailed as saving the club’s 
future, but that will now be without the 
managerial duo who steered the Brickies to 
ninth position last season. 

Danny Ward said the situation came to a 
head in recent weeks when they helped pay for 
a fans’ coach to a match and had not been 
reimbursed, while he also said they had been 
unable to train properly as they had not been 
given the keys to the ground. 

“It’s a bit of a relief, to be honest,” said Danny. 
“We have been fighting a losing battle for the 
last six weeks. We wanted to take a coach to the 
FA Cup game for the supporters and I have had 
to pay for it out of my own pocket - I’m still 
owed money now. 

“We wanted to train at the ground last week 
but had to stop at 8pm because we didn’t have 
the keys. We have been asking for them a few 
times every week. 

“We have been trying to do things with our 
arms tied behind our backs. I think they wanted 
rid of us - that’s why we left.” 

However, Sittingbourne secretary John Pitts 
pointed to the team’s poor start to the season as 
the reason for the pair’s departure. 

“They lost five out of their first six league 
games and we had already decided that what 
the Ward brothers wanted to do with the budget 
available was never going to happen. 

“Regarding the coach to the FA Cup match 
[at Chessington and Hook], the committee 
decided against using a coach due to the 
financial implications. The Ward brothers took 
it upon themselves to organise a coach along 
with some supporters. Therefore those who 
booked the coach will incur the losses. 

“And, as for the keys, there was always 
someone at the ground. If they wanted to train 
later, they only had to ask.” 

Coach Matt Wyatt and captain Nick Davis 
have been placed in charge of first-team affairs.

DANNY Hollands has only been with Gilling¬ 
ham for a week, but he has already seen enough 
to suggest that a move north up the table is on 
the cards sooner rather than later. 

The Charlton Athletic midfielder sealed a 
three-month loan with the Gills before transfer 
deadline day last weekend to add considerable 
League One experience to Martin Allen’s side. 

Three games without defeat, but still without 
a win, before this weekend’s clash at Crawley 
Town, there have been improving performanc¬ 
es, which have not been missed by the 27-year- 
old loanee. 

After coming on as a sub in the 1-1 draw 
against Bristol City on Saturday, he started his 
first game in the 3-1 reverse against Leyton 
Orient in the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy on Tues¬ 
day night. The latter game was one in which the 
Gills were on the front foot for large stretches, 
but they succumbed to a clinical Orient. 

“Tuesday I felt we were the better team - 
things just weren’t going for us,” said Hollands. 
“Apart from their three goals, I can’t think of 
any chances they had. We are optimistic, we 
have just got to look up rather than down. 

“There are no easy games in this league. We 
have got to be positive. We have got to worry 
about ourselves. We created enough chances on 
Tuesday to win a couple of games. 

“You’ve got to be in good spirits. We’ve played 
Bristol City, Brentford, Leyton Orient - they’re 
all good teams. There are a lot of positives. There 
is no point being doom and gloom. If you study it 
and look back at the teams we’ve played, there 
are more positives.” 

Hollands is a man who knows what it takes to 
get out of League One, having been a mainstay 
in the Charlton Athletic title-winning side of the 
2011/12 season. 

He almost achieved back-to-back promotions 
with Bournemouth. After finishing as runners- 
up in League Two in 2009/10, the momentum 
propelled the Cherries into the play-offs, where 
they lost out in the semi-finals in 2010/11. 

He also spent time last season on loan at Swin¬ 
don Town, whose campaign ended in defeat in 
the play-offs, although Hollands was by then 
back with Charlton in the Championship. 

“It’s a weird league,” said the former Chelsea

trainee. “You go to some places like Wolves and 
you can get it down and knock it about, and 
other places where you have to fight and win 
headers. 

“There’s enough quality to make sure we can 
look forward rather than back. 

“There are always a couple of big teams that 
stand out. But it doesn’t matter how big a club 
is, it’s about the 11 players on a pitch on a Satur¬ 
day. 

“We have just got to worry about ourselves 
and continue what we are doing and make sure 
we are hungrier than the other side. 

“If you can put the results together, you can 
get anywhere. A couple of years ago I was with 
Bournemouth - we were one of the smallest clubs 
in the league but ended up in the play-offs.” 


He revealed that a passion to play was his 
reason for coming to the club and it took little 
persuasion from Allen to make the deal happen. 

“One minute you’re somewhere, then some¬ 
where else,” he said. “He spoke to me last 
Wednesday and he came across really well. I 
was happy with what he said with regards to the 
team and where things were going. 

“Some people are happy to sit there picking up 
the money not playing. I found out I wasn’t 
going to be playing as much and wasn’t going to 
get the chance, so I wanted to come away and 
play football. 

“We [Charlton] played them [Gillingham] in 
pre-season and they got the ball down and 
played some nice stuff. I know what the club’s 
about and want to be a part of it. ”
